REPUBLICANS REFUSE 0 ACT 


It Is High Time to Arrest More 
Absentees. 


CRISP REVIEWS THE SITUATION 


Censure Does Not Seem to Do Any Gaod, 
Hill’s Position ls Endorsed by the 
Republicanand Mugwump East.) 


Washington, April 11.—(Special.)}—Tom 
Reed tied the house up again today by 
filibustering against discharging the . old 
order instructing the sergeant-at-arms to 
arrest twenty-eight absentees. Reed and 
his republicans refused to vote and broke 
% quorum, compelling the house either to 
sdjourn or have a continuation of roll calls. 

Tomorrow morning the committee on rules 
nay want to devise some means to prevent 
ihe continuation of such proceedings. Could 
jhe democratic members be made to remain 
here there would be no trouble, but that 
teems impossible. 

Crisp States the Case. 
Speaking of the situation Speaker Crisp 
aid after adjournment today: 

“The order for arrest was adopted dur- 
Mg a call of the house for the purpose of 
obtaining a quorum, Less than a majority 
inder the constitution may adopt such 
an order. After a long struggle, the re- 
publicans declining to vote, a democratic 
quorum was obfained and the matter be- 
fore the house disposed of. The warrant 
in the hands of the sergeant-at-arms is for 
the arrest of eighteen republicans and ten 
democrats. The sergeant-at-arms reported 
his action thereunder. A motion was made 
to discharge the order for arrest. 

Democrats Must Save Themselves. 

“On this motion the republicans declined 
to vote. The democrats do not care what 
becomes of it; they only want to get it out 
of the way, so that the house may continue 
the consideration of general appropriation 
bills. The republicans will neither agree 
to let the motion be withdrawn nor vote 
it up or down. They insist upon holding it 
before the house and they decline to vote 
on it. The result is that business must be 
suspended until a democratic quorum ap- 
pears. As I have heretofore said, the dem- 
ocrats cannot at any time depend upon the 
aid of the republicans to make a quorum. 
They must depend upon themselves, and the 
sooner they realize this the better for the

wit ed Hill Can Hold It Up. 


The action of the New York legislature 
in passing a resolution endorsing Senator 
Hill’s action in fighting the tariff bill is 
viewed with alarm by the democratic lead- 
ers here. 

The endorsement has encouraged Mr. Hill 
to make a stubborn fight, and it now ap- 
pears that he is prepared to do it. Though 
Mr. Hill never tells his plans it is under- 
stood that in the event the amendment to 
strike out the income tax in the senate is 
voted down, he will then move to postpone 
the further consideration of the bill until 
December. If Murphy goes with him in 
this, by the aid of the republicans, the mo- 
tion will prevail and all the tariff work of 
the session will fail. : 

Of course, the injury to the democratic 
party will be material, but it will be what 
the state of New York seéms to want. 
Whether Mr. Hill will hold up the party 
and stop the progress of the tariff bill re- 
mains to be seen. He may simply take the 
best he can get and then allow the Dill to 
go through. His opposition to the income 
tax may cause its defeat. However, this 
early in the contest it is impossible to pre- 
dict the outcome. 

What Does Mexico Say? 
Senator Wolcott’s resolution forthe nego- 
tiation of a treaty with Mexico for the 
coinage of Mexican dollars at United States 
mints for shipment to China passed the 
senate yesterday practically without oppo- 
sition. 

It will likewise pass the house in the 
same way. But whether or not Mexico 
will enter into such a treaty remafms to be 
seen. It may and it may not, as Mexico 
gets something over 4 per cent as mintage 
of the silver she coins into dollars, and as 
she collects an export duty of 2 per cent on 
all silver bullion shipped out of the country, 
it would seem that there is no good reason 
why she should enter into a treaty with 
the United States by which the latter shall 
coin American silver with the stamp of the 
Mexican government upon it. Of course 
this would consume the American product 
of silver and give us a coin with which to 
pay for the stuff imported from China, and 
it would theréfore keep that much more 
money in this country, but it would not 
elevate silver as a money metal. These 
dollars in this country would simply be 
worth their bullion value as is the regular 
Mexican dollar, which is now quoted at 
from 48 to 50 cents. 

Office Seekers After Him. 

The office seekers are still in Washington. 
Tt is true their trousers are frayed and their 
coats are sleek and greasy, but a remnant 
of the old guard that marched upon Wash- 
ington a year ago remains here hungry, 
but hopeful. Most of them have been too 
poor to get away. 

Senator Pat Walsh has begun already to 
realize the truthfulness of this assertion. 
They have pounced upon him as hungry 
wolves upon a carcass. Everywhere he 
turns papers are stuck under his nose for 
endorsement. Men who came here expect- 
ing to be foreign ministers or assistant 
cabinet officers are now begging f€0r mes- 
Sengers’ places at $7) a month. They want 
to be laborers on the senate rolls or as- 
Sistants in the senate stables. Though 
Overwhelmed with such applications, Mr. 
Walsh is endeavoring to aid all who apply 
to him, though his chances are small. The 
Places have all been filled months ago. 

To Elevate the Diplomatic Service. 

Senator Morgan, of 
chairman of the senate committee on for- 
eign relations, has introduced a bill, which, 
if adopted, is calculated to increase the 
efficiency and elevate our foreign represen- 
tation. It is to take the service out of 
Politics to the extent of appointing men 
because of their special fitness, and he 
deems no man fit who cannot pass a

MORGAN EXPLAINS. » 


The Alabama Senator Has Been a Tar- 
if Reformer from Infancy. 
Washington, April 11—The senate today 
took up the pending urgent deficiency bill, 
and discussed ft without meeting upon any 
proposition, until 1 o’clock, when the tariff 
bill was taken up, Mr. Cockrell giving no- 
tice that after 5 o'clock p. m., he would 

ask to have the deficiency bill resumed. 

Mr. Hale took the floor but yielded to Mr. 
Morgan, who said that he desired to make 
ah explanation or statement, which might 
be called persenal or political. He read an 
extract from an article in a New York 
evening paper of a recent date, comment- 
ing upon the manifesto of the Minnesota 
democracy against certain democratic sena- 
tors for their supposed opposition to the 
tariff boll. “That.’’ said Mr. Morgan, “‘is 
the French method ‘of trying a man in his 
absence and without serving a copy of the 
indictment upon him, I have the opportun- 
ity now, however, and I think it my duty 
to enter a plea of not guilty to this accusa- 
tion from Minnesota, which, doubtless, was 
manufactured here and sent to Minnesota. 
{ am satisfied with the bill now before the 
senate. As it came from the finance com- 
mittee I propose to vote for it, without any 
amendment whatever. And if my frends 
on the other side want to delay action upon 
it in the line of filibustering, and if they 
notify me of that. I will take occasion to 
do as I have done before, sit up for several 
nights consecutively to accommodate them. 
I was a tariff reformer before the gentle- 
men were born, who have issued that dia- 
tribe against me; and I have not, in the 
least degree, relaxed my purpose and desire 
to have, in the United States, a fair, 
equitable, just system of tariff taxation, 
that shall bear equally on all persons, so 
far as I can make it do so, and that shall 
not contain one single item of bounty to 
any person in the country. That is what 
I have to say.”’ 

Hale Is Sarcastic. 

“If any other senator who is on the Min- 
nesota list,’’ said Mr. Hale, tauntingly, ‘‘de- 
Sires to state his position on this important 
bill, I will yield with pleasure, even though 
it shall consume considerable time, and be 
open, probably, to the suggestion that those 
senators may be filibustering. Il am not 
anxious to gon if anything of that kind 
iS SOught to be brought before the senate.” 

Peffer Resumes. 

Hale finished at 3:15 o’clock 
then Mr, Peffer resumed the 
speech which he had commenced 
last Thursday. He repeated the 
Statement which he had then made that the 
populists had no tariff plank in their plat- 
form. But they believed in a graduated 
income tax and regarded it as the most equi- 
table system of taxation. Personally, he 
favored a graduated tax on large landed 
estates. 

‘Only Four Were Listening. 

Mr. Peffer had been speaking about three- 
quarters of an hour when the absence of a 
quorum was called to the attention of the 
presiding officer by Mr. Quay, who said 
that during part of the speech there were 
in the chamber only one democratic sena- 
tor and three republican senators. When 
he was reminded that the suggestion of an 
absence of a quorum was aviolation of the 
unanimous consent that the debate shouid 
go on daily from 1 to 5 o’clock, without 
dilatory mdtions or votes, he offered to 
withdraw it, but it was held that the rule 
was imperative and that the roll of sena- 
tors must be called The roll was called 
and forty-three senators, just a quorum, 
having responded, Mr. Peffer went on with 
his speech. He argued that the bill dis- 
criminated against the farmers. 

At 5 o’clock p. m., according to the agree- 
ment, the tariif bill went over, Mr. Peffer 
not having finished his speech, and the con- 
sideration of the fyrther urgent deficiency 
bill was begun. 

Without disposing of the bill, the senate 
held a short executive session and at 6:20 
o’clock adjourned until tomorrow.

NO ACTION IN THE HOUSE. 


Recreant Democrats Are Hurting 
Their Party and the Country. 


Washington, Xpril 11.—After the reading 
of the journal the matter that was passed 
yesterday until today—the disposition of 
the motion to discharge the order of arrest 
of March 26th—was brought up by «Mr. 
Reed, who called the attention of the chair 
to the fact that the question had already 
been decided by the presiding officer. The 
question was as to the right of Mr. Springer 
to withdraw his motion to discharge the 
order of arrest, a vote by the yeas and 
nays having been taken upon it, which 
disclosed no quorum. 

The speaker said it was his opinion that 
in the present condition of the Question 
the house, having ordered the yeas and 
nays upon it, and the vote having been tak- 
en,. the motion could not be withdrawn 
without unanimous consent.

Mr. Reed said if it were necessary to call 
up the matter by formal motion, he would 
do. so, but would like a decision of the 
chair upon the point.

APRAID OF A BULLET 


Colonel Thompson Sat in Terrér of 
Madeline’s Pistol. 


BRADLEY CLEARS THE. COURPEOOM 


He Appears to Be Something of a 
Testy Judge. 


BUTTERWORTH ON COUNTRY GRLS 


His Acquaintance with Them Has Extend- 
ed Over Many Years—The Ohio Lawyer 
Picks Pollard’s Character to Pieces. 


Washington, April 11.—Colonel Phil 
Thompson resumed his argument for Colo- 
nel Breckinridge this morning in the) Pol- 
lard-Breckinridge breach of promise Case 
before a very sparse attendaice. Miss Pol- 
lard was not present, but the defendant 
was on hand. 

Colonel Thompson took up the alleged 
breach of promise and asked if it were 
not a remarkable thing that a man who 
had thus been living in adultery with a 
woman for nine years with the distinct un- 
derstanding, so she said, that he would 
marry her if he were ever free, shbduld 
tell that woman that he had something gur- 
prising to say to her, and then propose. 
Everything in the conduct of the plaintiff 
last spring, he said—her attempt on, the 
defendant’s life, her threats to disgrace 
him, her promise to commit suicide anc 
leave a written story of their relation for 
publicaticn—all these showed a character 
the reverse of that claimed by the plaintiff. 
This woman had laid her plans to bring a 
breach of promise suit. Had she not told 
Claude de la Roche Francis of the pre- 
tended engagement and asked him té re- 
member it, saying she might need his help 
bye and bye? “A courtship with pistols,” 
cried Colonel Thompson. ‘Talk about your 
Kentucky colonels and having them come 
into court throwing up their coat-tails to 
see whether they had pistols underneath; 
them. I suspect there was one coat-tail’ 
that was not turned up, that had a weapon; 
beneath it. Did you see the vicious look or 
that woinan’s face the day this easé 
started? I was afraid, sitting there beside 
the colonel, that a bullet would come 
straight at us from that woman’s pistol, 
Oh, what a courtship, with its only me- 
mento a pistol!”’ 

Colonel Thompson concluded at 10:30 
o'clock. Hle was followed by Major Ben 
Butterworth, also for the defense, en é¢lo- 
quent talker. Major Butterworth began 
somewhat diffidently, but soon warmed Up, 
to his mark, characterizing the suit as aj 
far-reaching pestilence that should never. 
have been brought to trial. Major Butter- 
worth said he had known Colonel Lrecking| 
ridge for many years—as lawyer, friend, 
neighbor, colleague, brother. ‘‘And,’’ he 
said, ‘‘you may speed it on the lightnings, 
gentlemen, that the man to whom Ben 
Butterworth was a friend in his prosperity 
does not turn his back on him in his ad- 
versity.” 

Ordered Them Out. 

The popularity of the genial Ohioan and 
the belief in this sentiment was shown 
just here by hand-clapping from the spec- 
tators. 

Judge Bradley indignantly resented this 
breach of decorum. “Clear the court,’ 
he cried. “‘There have been enough dis- 
graceful scenes here.’’ The bailiffs were a 
little slow in clearing the room and Judge 
Bradley ordered all who were not lawyers 
to go. 

“There are a great many here who are 
not members of the bar, who are sitting 
in the bar seats—they’ll have to go,” said 
the judge, and they went in droves. 

Fully three-fourths of the men sitting in- 
side the bar rail went out, but their seats 
were filled again in two minutes. 

It was a most remarkable Phing, said Ma- 
jor Butterworth, resuming, how innocent 
this little sichool girl had been. They did 
not raise girls like that on the Miami when 
he was a boy. He offered nothing in exten- 
uation of the defendant. His friend,- Judge 
Wilson, could not be more severe on him 
than he had been on himself. But as to 
the plaintiff, she had said: “I was only a 
simple country girl, Mr. Carlisle, and what 
could a simple country girl know about 
men?’ “If that be your theory,” cried Ma- 
jor Butterworth, “I denounce it as a vile 
slander on every country girl in the world. 
A country girl knows the difference between 
right and wrong. My mother was a coun- 
try girl, playing with your mother, her 
neighbor, my good friend (turning to Judge 
Wilson) on the banks of the Miami. My 
sister was a country girl; so was yours. 
They needed no one to tell them the differ- 
ence between right and wrong; they needed 
no watchful duenna to protect them from 
bad men. Don‘t you know that?’ to Judge 
Wilson. ’ 

“Yes, and I'll speak of it again,” said 
Judge Wilson. 

“But people say, could country girls re- 
sist the silver-tongue? I am sick of that; 
it has been worked threadbare.’’ 

Major Butterworth went on to tell how 
he had heard and read romments on the 
defendant’s demeanor in court—if he 
laughed he was an unfeeling wretch; if he 
was grave, ah, he feels his shame: if he 
smiled, he was trivial. But if the plaintiff 
smiled, ah, she was smiling through a vale 
of téars.”’ . 

“Now, Major Butterworth,” said Judge 
Bradley, “please confine yourself to the 
case. The matters of which you speak 
have been picked up through the newspa- 
pers, or rumor, or something else, and have 
nothing to do with the evidence. You are 
losing time.’’ 

Major Butterworth, after a little debate 
with the court, acquiesced in the suggestion 
of Judge Bradley, and resumed his argu- 


ment. 
Major Bertterworth Severe.

| love rather remarkable in an innocent little 


girl who knew nobody. ‘This led Major 
Butterworth to inquire why it was that 
while other girls in America went without 
ehaperones, Miss Pollard was never .trusted 
to walk alone with the boys. Why was 
Uncle George or Aunt Lou, or Mrs. Kean, 
always with her? Why was it that this 
girl was so watched? She had been en- 
gaged to Rodes; she had been engaged to 
Rozell, and she confessed a love for Aleck 
Julian and Professor Obermeyer. “Did she 
not have experience?’ he asked. 

Taking up, the letter dated July 20, 1884, 
inviting Colonel Breckinridge to call on 
Miss Pollard at Wesleyan college, which 
the plaintiff pronounced a forgery, Major 
Butterwurth criticised the counsel for the 
plaintiff for trying to hold up the defendant 
as a blackleg, a perjurer and a forger in 
the face of all evidence that she wrote the 
letter. Shaking his fist at Colonel Breckin- 
ridge and rushing at him With a well-simu- 
lated ferocity of countenance and manner; 
he almost shouted: “It’s either the letter 
of Madeline Pollard or you're guilty of for- 
gery; you've disgraced your family, your 
traditions and your boy who sits by your 
side, or else that woman lied.’’ Contrasting 
the claim of Miss Pollard that she was an 
innocent girl when she met Colonel Breckin- 
ridge w.th her own testimony and the let- 
ters she had written, Major Butterworth 
said that if she were all she said she was, 
then there was some excuse for bringing 
the suit. “If what she said is true,” he 
said, with eyes turned upward and hands 
high above his head, ‘“‘then I am in favor 
of congress offering a premium to every 
woman for pulling down a glittering star 
in the political or any other firmament.” 

A Virtuous Girl Protects Herself. 

With no attempt to disguise his irony, he 
pictured Miss Pollard as she had made 
herself appear at the meeting with the de- 
fendant at Wesleyan college—a poor, flut- 
tering little creature, who tried and tried to 
tell this man of her trouble with Rodes and 
was laughingly diverted and made to tell 
of herself and to listen to flatteries. Major 
Butterworth maintained that if Miss Pol- 
lard had been all she claimed, and if Col- 
onel Breckinridge had made wrongful ad- 
vances, he would have been repulsed in a 
way that would have kept him from fur- 
ther conduct of that sort. ‘‘There is that 
about the virtuous woman,’’ he cried, 
“which chills every germ of lascivious ap- 
proach.” As for the carriage ride that 
night, if she were a virtuous woman, at the 
first approach of lasciviousness on his part, 
she would have cried (and Major Butter- 
worth made a rush at the white-haired de- 
fendant and shook his fist in his face, 
shouting his words in tones that could have 
been heard a block, ‘‘Take me back, you 
leper!’”’ ‘“‘You wouldn’t have gone twenty 
feet with her,’”’ he shouted, addressing the 
defendant; “I don’t care anything about 
your blandishments, she would have run 
away from you—gone to her mother, to 
somebody, for protection—and so would 


“every virtuous woman repulse such lecher- 


ous advances.” 

Then Major Butterworth pictured the 
little pricking pin of conscience that we 
may forget in the moment of temptation, 
but which comes back after we have had 
a good night’s sleep with terrible force 
and keeps us straight. Miss Pollard had 
said that after the defendant had attempt- 
ed to take advantage of her one night 
and she had resiste&, she went innocently 
to him the next day. And if she were vir- 
tuous, he asked. could she have done that 
without that feeling of conscience? 

Thinks He Is Not So Black. 

In the course of his further argument. 
Major Butterworth compared.the plaintiff 
to Delilah and Colonel Breckinridge to 
Samson. She got Rim in her power and 
led him by a single hair; and when she 
had shorn him of his locks she cried, ‘‘Sam- 
son! the Philistines are upon yon!’ and 
then he pulled down the temple of his 
fame and accomplished his ruin. In all 
the years of the liason, he said, there had 
not been a memento, a ring, anything given 
her as a mark of affection save and ex- 
cept the willow basket. which had been 
the dead wife’s. ‘“‘And she comes here for 
no other purpose than to make his crime 
more horrible, saying he brought it to her 
with these words: ‘Madeline, this was 
Issie’s; she cared for it, and 1 want you to 
have it!’ My God! Can it. be that this 
man can be monster enough to drag in the 
name of his dead wife; to bring a message 
from her grave to this woman—his mis- 
tress. Whatever William C. P. Breckin- 
ridge may be guilty of—whatever his short- 


comings, he could not be guilty,of insult-° 


ing the memory of that dead wife, with 
her grave clothes still clinging to her dead 
form. And this woman tells how, in that 
carriage ride, when he was trying to se- 
duce her, he spoke of his dead wife (his 
first wife) and his little dead boy, and she 
hauls them like a ghoul from the grave to 
parade them before the world, and every 
decent woman cries, ‘My God! that can’t be 
so!’ I do not condone the shortcomings of 
this gray-hair man; I do not seek to ex- 
tenuate his fdult, but is he the monster 
she has painted him? She tells that she 
gave up her child after holding it in her 
arms two hours. Did ever woman live who 
would do that? Never! No woman would 
let her child be taken from her breast, 
but would pull back her child as if from 
the gates of hell!’ 

The fervor and intensity displayed by Ma- 
jor Butterworth at this point was felt by 
the jurors and spectators. The Ohio lawyer 
marched back and forth shouting and ges- 
ticulating and illustrating every idea by 
appropriate gestures, 

Major Butterworth contended that the 
description given by ‘‘Louise Wilson,”’ (Miss 
PoHard) of the man who seduced her fitted 
old man Kodes, and that he was the father 
of her child. 

Hie had just reached the point at 3:40 
o’elock, when he asked Judge bBradiey to 
adjourn the court. He was exhausted, he 
said, and Judge Bradley readily granted 
t“m the courtesy he had extended to 
Messrs. Carlisle and Thompson. 

Will Drop Him from the Rolls. 

Chicago, April 11.—Colonel W. P. Breckin- 
ridge, of Kentucky, will be dropped from 
the roll of honorary membership in the 
Union League Club of this city immediately 
after the verdict is rendered in the suit now 
pending in Washington. The announce- 
ment was made by an official of the club 
today after an informal conference of the 
president and directors.

COXEY IN THE SNOW. 


His Soldiers Suffer from the Cold 
Weather and Long Marches. 


MANY OF THEM ARE THINLY CLAD 


War Correspondents Are Threaten- 
ed by the Marching Crowd. 


NEWSPAPER BOYS ARE SAFE, THOUGH 


They Have Been Guying the Commonweal 
Coliection—The Coast Gang of 1,000 
Is Held Up in Utah. 


Chalk Hill, Pa., April 11.—Today the com- 
monweal army marched twelve miles over 
the mountains and most of the way 
through from six to eight inches of snow. 
Tonight it is encamped at an old continen- 
tan mansion within a mile of this point. 
The march was almost heroic, six miles 
of it over the Laurel ridge of the Blue 
Ridge mountains being accomplished in a 
snowstorm. Both the men and horses were 
almost exhausted by the terrible exertions 
of the trip when the submit of the moun- 
tain was reached, but as the camping 
place was six miles ahead, it was necessary 
to force the marching to reach it by night. 
At the foot of the mountains a halt was 
called for lunch. The horses were fed and 
the men given crackers to eat. Then the 
commonweal pushed on, reaching this 
point at 5:30 o’clock p. m. A detail of ten 
men had built fires in each room of the 
old mansion camp and the place was ready 
for the men as soon as they came in, 
bedraggled and exhaused after the terrible 
tramp.. They were a pitiable lot, as many 
of them did not have heavy clothing of 
any kind, many wearing seersucker vests 
and being without overcoats. The cold, 
however, was not intense. The discomforts 
were due to the wet snow. 

As soon as possible after reaching Camp 
Brownfield the cooks prepared a plentiful 
supply of eatables and served corned beef 
potatoes, bread and coffee. The start from 
Uniontown was late, as the commissary 
wagons were about town all the morning 
gathering up breadstuffs and meat for the 
march. 

It is now statetl that five days’ rations 
are being cagried along by wagons. But 
few people saw the army leave Uniontown. 
The only town passed through was Hope- 
wood, on the mountain. All the people of 
the town watched the army move on. 

While halting for dinner the men made 
a very hostile demonstration against re- 
porters who passed by, greeting them with 
eroans and threats of various kinds. In 
tuis they were led by Carl Browne and 
“Unknown” Smith. Some time ago the 
men boasted that they would do harm 
to the “‘war correspondents” when the 
mountains were reached. They objected 
greatly to being called tramps, as they are 
frequently called. No trouble is feared by 
the correspondents. 

Tonight the men retired very early, so 
as to be fit for another march of fourteen 
miles to Petersburg, leaving at 9:30 o’clock 
tomorrow morning and stopping for lunch 
and short addresses at Somerfield. Two 
hundred and seven men took breakfast at 
Uniontown and presumably the same num- 
ber started on the day’s march. 

The Detained Army. 

Salt Lake City, Utah, April 11.—The situ- 
ation at Ogden is unchanged. The, indus- 
trial army continues to be guarded as well 
as it can be by the small force on the 
ground, which is not big enough to prevent 
constant desertions. The Southern Pacific 
officials continue to defy the mandate of 
the court ordering them to ship back their 
wards to the west. The Union Pacific and 
Rio Grande and Western continue to eén- 
nounce what they will only move the army 
eastward on payment of full fares, and the 
governor and his posse continue to awaii 
developments, guarding and feeding their 
vast corral of prisoners. In the meantime 
the army has been encouraged today ty a 
parade of 1,000 workingmen in Salt I ake, 
who telegraphed sympathy with their move- 
ment. At a meeting of the army held 
late last night, it was unanimously decided 
that they would march east on foot, if al- 
lowed, but that-they would not return west, 
even if transportation were provided. 


A GALE ON THE JERSEY COAST. 


The Shore Strewn with Wreckage. 
Many Lives Lost. 

New York, April 11.—A fearful gale swept 
the Néw Jersey coast last night and con- 
tinues today with almost unabated fury. 
The beach along the Atlantic ocean from 
Sanday Hook as far south as Long Branch, 
N. J., is strewn with wreckage. This morn- 
ing a large schooner was noticed in dis- 
tress a short distance .from the coast at 
Sea Bright, N. J. Owing to the heavy gale 
and tremendous surf the lifeboats were 
useless and it was impossible to success- 
fully land the life lines. Before assistance 
could reach the vessel it went to pieces. 
Six bodies have been washed ashore, and it 
is feared that others have been lost in the 
surf. A heavy snow storm prevailed during 
the morning hours and the life-saving crew 
were unable to locate the signal guns, 
which could be heard sounding at inter- 
vals. A great many handsome cottages 
at Highland Beach, Monmouth, Seabrignt 
and other points have been wrecked. Many 
pavilions, at Long Branch have been dam- 
aged, and at many points wharves, land- 
ings, bathhouses, etc., have been swept. 
away. 

Reports received from points south of 
here as far away as Atlantic City, state 
that tne storm has raged all night and it is 
feared many vessels have been wrecked 
and probably a great number of their crews 
drowned. The telephone wire connecting 
the life-saving stations have been biown 
dow and it is impossible to get details of 
the storm. 
Heavy Snow Storms. 

Pottsville, Pa., April 11.—The storm in 
Schuylkill county is the greatest in point 
of snowfall in forty years. At Pottsville 
there is fifteen inches. At Frackville, the 
head of Mahanoy plane on Broad mountain, 
the snow is twenty-eight inches deep. 
Not a coal train has been moved and ail 
the track laborers and extra hands are kept 
busy in digging open the switches and the 
main tracks, while engines with snow plows 
are at work clearing the tracks to the 
mines. The collieries are all idle. 


DECLARED TO BE MURDER. 


The Jurors in the Darlington Tragedy 
Return a Verdict. 

Columbia, 8S. C., April 1.—(Special.)}—The 
military court of inquiry that sat at the 
inquest over Darlington’s dead, with the 
regular jury, has reported that the killing 
of Norment by Constable McLéndon, and 
Redmond by Cain, was felonious murder. 
The report says: 

“We firmly believe had McLendon not in- 


{ terfered the chief of police would have had 
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no trouble in preserving order and avoicing 
the tragedy. We conclude from the evi- 
dence that Frank E. Norment came to his 
death from the effect of a gunshot wound 
inflicted by one J. D. McLendon and that 
the said killing was felonious murder; and 
that W. P. Gaillard, C. B. McDowell, J.

““‘We conclude that R. H. Pepper came to 
his deah at the same time and place from 
the effect of a gunshot wound inflicted by 
one Lewis Redmond and that the said Lew- 
is Redmond came to his death at the hands 
of O. C. Cain, and that said killing was 
felonious murder. Rédmond was running 
from the constables and Cain shot him ia 
the back with a Winchester rifle.” 


HEMINGWAY’S APPEAL. 


The Ex-State Treasurer Petitions the 
Governor for a Pardon. 
Jackson,, Miss., April i11.—(Special.)—As 
required by the new constitution, ex-State 
Treasurer Hemingway, serving a five-year 
sentence in the state prison for failure to 
turn over to his swecessor in office $315,612.19, 
has addressed the governor in a long pub- 

lished petition for his pardon. 

He asserts that he never took a cent from 
the treasury, and has no knowledge of any 
one else doing so. He states that heretofore 
his bare word would nave needed no sup- 
port throughout the limits of Mississippi, 
recites the number of trusts that he has 
held, refers with pride to his long line of 
illustrious ancestry, moralizes that men do 
not suddeniy turn felon, and maintains 
that he was not convicted of any personal 
use of public money. He suggests that it 
has transpired since the trial that there 
was knowledge of the lock combination by 
another, and the possibility of his access 
to the public moneys; refers to the state- 
ments made in his behalf by tne grand and 
petit juries, and concludes as follows: 

“I have shirked no responsibility; I have 
sought to implicate no subordinate, and 
now again acknowledge my perfect faith in 
them. I have remained among the people 
whom I was charged with injuring, a people 
I have never designedly wronged, a people 
whose interests have ever been and still 
are dear to me. I have submitted myself 
to their laws and abided a punishment with- 
out measure degrading, but degrading, in 
fact, only to the guuty. Conscious inno- 
cence arises above the humiliation of pris- 
ons, but suffers keenly the torture of un- 
merited punishment and the suspicion of 
crime. As I have shown, my. convicition 
was on a technical ground, and a technical 
count in the indictment, with no scintilla 
of proof of misappropriation. If punish- 


| ment is proper in such a case, all sensitive 


men will feel that the law was vindicated 
and the utmost limit of human power to 
punish was reached when the prison door 
was closed behind me. No rule of law of 
any enlightened nation in modern timeg re- 
quires me to prove my innocence. I can 
only assert it and urge that my punish- 
ment is already disproportioned to a_tech- 
nicai convicition. For this the law has 
been surely vindicated and the example 
established. It may be proper to say that 
I have a large family. They are quite 
poor. They are now living in a home mort- 
gaged for over $3,wv, and soon to be put 
under a third mortgage, which will make 
the mortgages about its full value. They 
need my care and attention. I refer your 
excellency to the large petitions for my par- 
don from all classes of citizens, poor and 
rich, obscure and prominent. The fact that 
so many hold to faith in my integrity is a 
priceless consolation in my great amiction.”’

MIMS FOR GOVERNOR. 


Tennessee’s Populists Nominate Can- 
didates and Adopt a Platform. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 11.—(Special.)—The 
populist state convention met here today, 
and the meeting proved a Waterloo for 
John H. McDowell, who has heretofore been 
the party’s mouthpiece. He was supported 
by ex-Governor Buchanan, but their com- 
bined efforts failed to get their candidate 
the nonpination. 

The day was almost consumed in prelimi- 
naries. The great setback for McDowell 
was when J. L. Baxter, siate lecturer of the 
alliance, was made permanent chairmag. 

Late tonight, when the plattorm had 
been adopted, Messrs. T. J. Ogilvie, of Bed- 
ford, and A. L. Mims, of Davidson, were 
placed in nomination for governor. When 
the latter’s name was mentioned the con- 
vention went wild and rose en masse. See- 
ing defeat before him, Mr. McDowell arose 
anu gracefully witndrew the name of Mr. 
Ogilvie, and Mims was nominated by ac- 
clamation. 

After Mims’s speech of acceptance, Colonel 
A. E. Garrett, an ola union soldier of 
Smith county, was nominatea for supreme 
court judge by acclamation. No other nom- 
ination was made, and it is expected that 
the republican judicial convention will ton- 
sent to endorse Garrett and name the other 
four candidates. 

The platform which was adopted arraigns 
the party in power for criminal neglect in 
refusing to correct existing evils, denounces 
the increase of the bonded indebtedness 
and refusal to coin idle bullion, declares 
Mr. Cleveland’s veto the greatest crime of 
the age; declares that he has divested him- 
self of his democratic robes, turned his 
barck upon his party and faced Wall street, 
but still manipulates his party in the inter- 
est of home and foreign capitalists. The 
democratic party in Tennessee is denounced 
for issuing $600,000 of new bonds, for pass- 
ing iniquitous election laws for partisan 
purposes. The platform then hails with 
delight the efforts of the west and south 
to unite against the plutocratic east, and 
demands, among other things, a flexibie 
currency of not less than Sw per capita, 
the free coinage of silver, a graduated in- 
come tax, the abolishing of internal rev- 
enue laws, election of senators by a direct 
vote of the people, abolishing the convict 
lease system and the repeal of the poll tax 
law.

About six weeks ago Mr. Ed Grant was 
brutall¥ assassinated and it was developed 
that the murder was the result of a com 
spiracy, concocted by three brothers name@ 
Woodley and a negro named Jack Gabriel, 
who made im Calloway do the murder. 
Jim confessed and was sentenced to death 
las. week. 

The other four were tried yesterday, the 
jury staying out all night. This morning 
they brought in a verdict of guilty, fixing 
the death penalty for the three Woodleys 
and imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
life for Gabriel. 

About a year ago Charles Ezell, a negro, 
killed his wife. He was tried and sentenced 
to be hanged, but the supreme court re- 
versed the sentence and he had a new trial

The East Tennessee Gets a Decree 
in the Atlanta Court. 


BIG RAILROAD NEWS IN THE SOUTH 


About the Indebtedness of the Richmond 
and Danville-How the Georgia Divi- 
sion of the Bast Tennessee W i!l Fare. 


Richmond, Va., April 11.—Judge Goff, of 
the United States appellate court, will be 
here tomorrow to consider the question of 
foreclosure and sale of the Richmond and 
~anville railroad in the camse of William 
FP. Clyde and others, against the defendant 
company. Messrs. Pleasants and Atkins, 
Special masters, completed their report of 
the indebtedress of the road and filed it this 
morning. The report shows the indebted- 
ness of the road to be as follows: 

First mortgage, dated October 5, 1874, Cen- 
tral Car Company, trustee, $5,997,000. 

Second mortgage, February 1, 1882, -trus- 
tee as above, $4,000,000. 

Equipment sinking fund, 5 per cent mort- 
gage, September 3, 1889, $1,493,000. 

Equipment sinking fund, 6 per cent mort- 
gave, May i, 1891, $909,000. 

The last two claims are junior to the 
consolidated mortgage, October 2, 1886, un- 
der which the proceedings for foreclosure in 
this wause have been taken, except as to 
certain property named in the mortgage. 
But prior to the consolidated mortgage is 
@ lien created by the court June 2, 1892, au- 
thorizing receivers’ certificates to the 
amount of $1,000,000. Many other claims 
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gations and havé come into the hands of a 
large number of pefsons. ~~ 

On March, 18s, the holders of the bonds 
were entitled to collect from the road the 
interest then falling due, being the semi- 
annual interest due on each of said bonds, 
Demand was accordingly made, and the 
coupons presented for payment, but 
the company made default in the payment 
and the conditions of the mortgage were 
thereby broken. Default was also made in 
the payment of the interest falling due 
on September 1, 1833. 

The Central Trust Company was request- 
ed by the holders of more than $2,000,000 
of the bonds referred to to enforce their 
rights under mortgage arid to foreclose the 
mortgage if necessary.

The decree thereupon orders that the

UNDER THE HAMMER. 
Judge Pardee Passes an Order in the 
East Tennessee Case. 


In six weeks, more or less, following the 
fate of the Georgia Pacific, the East Ten- 
nessee railroad will be sold to the highest 
bidder at public auction. 

This fact was finally settled yesterday 
morning, when Judge Don A. Pardee, of 
the fifth judicial circuit, signed an order 
in confirmation of the decree issued by 
Judge Horace H. Lurton, at Knoxville, 
Tenn., several days ago. 

The decree of foreclosure and’ sale sign- 
ed by Judge Pardee, which was filed with 
Mr. O. C. Fuller, clerk of the United States 
circuit court in Atlanta, yesterday morn- 
ing, is ancillary to that issued by Judge 
Lurton in Tennessee. 

The decree in Tennessee was issued under 
two mortgages—one the equipment and .im- 
provement mortgage of September 1, 1888, 
and the other the general mortgage of De- 
cember 1, 1890. These mortgages are sought 
to be foreclosed in two bills of complaint 
of the Central Trust Company, of New 
York. 

The decree itself goes on to say that, in 
the main, the material allegation# of the 
bills of complaint of the trust company 
have been found to be true. 


The Equipment Bonds. 


It*says further that -on September 1, 1888, 
the East Tennessee road, for the purpose of 
aiding the equipment and improvement of 
its railroad property, executed bonds to the 
amount of $6,000,000, principal, the par value 
of each bond the sum of $1,000, payable in 
gold on September 1, 1938. with interest in 
the meanwhile at 5 per cent per annum, 
payable semi-annually on the fist days of 
March and September of each year. The 
company then secured the payment of the 
amount of these bonds by the issuance of 
a mortgage on its railway properties. 

The bonds, in the mean time, were duly 
negotiated and sold by the East Tennessee 
company, and are now outstanding obli- 


mext twenty days cause to be paid to the

The special master is authorized to accept 
no bid of less than $1,250,000, nor will he 
entertain any proposition of purchase unless 
accompanied by the aggregate sum of $150,- 
000 as a pledge of good faith in carrying 
out the stipulations of the sale. 

The funds arising out of the sale will be 
applied as follows: 

1. To the payment of the costs of the suit, 
both in the Georgia and in, the Tennessee 
courts.

Machine Shops and Depots Burned 
to thé Ground. 


THE WHOLE TOWN WAS THREATENED 


A Spark from an Engine Started the Con- 
flagration-The Total Loss Will 
Reach $30,000. 


Cordel¢d, Ga, April 11.—(Special.)—The 
most disastrous fire in the history of Cor- 
dele occurred tnis afternoon. The Cordele 
machine shops and planing mill, valued 
at §30,000; the Georgia Southern and Filori- 
da and Central’s depot, valued at $2,000, and 


|} several wooden buildings, valued at 3600, 


were all burned t@ the ground. 

It required quite a struggle of the fire 
department and citizens to prevent the fire 
from’ spreading over a larger: area and do- 
ing incalculable damage to property. 

There was no insurance on the machine 
shops and planing mill, or on the wooden 
stores which were burned. The Georgia 
Southern and florida depot was a small 
wooden building and was insured for only 
a few hundred dollars. The freight in the 
warehouse in care, worth $2,000, was not 
insured. 

The alarm was turned in at 2:50 o’clock 
this afternoon. A spark from the engine 
fell on the shaving pile $f the planing 
mill and: in less than a minute the entire 
room was a blaze. Before the employes 
could get outside the building the flames 
had spread. to the engine room, where a 
large quantity of oil was stored. The 
pianing mill was a solid mass of flames in 
five minutes after. Pw ghee 

The firemen responded as quickly as pos- 
sible, but it was. seen at a glance that the 
planing mill and other buildings in the 
block, including the dry kiln, the machine 
shop and the depot, could not be saved. A 
high wind was blowing at the time and 
the attention ef every one was dircted to 
other property. It looked at one time as 
if a large section of the business portion 
of the city, including ten brick stores and 
the magnificent three-story Suwanee hotel, 
would catch fire. 

In all parts of the city huge spaks fell 
in the -Lack yards and on roofs, some of 
them blazing up, but buckets were kept 


filled with water and in each case the fire 
was quickly extinguished. The large ware- 
house of 8. J. Hill & Bro., wholesale gro- 
| cers, and the retail grocery store of Mr. J. 
' E. Perry caught repeatedly, but the fire- 
men worked heroically with three or four 
streams of water and kept these buildings 


| from bufning. 


The machine shops and planing mill were 
owned by Messrs. R. C. Harris and R. G. 
Tomlin, and the loss falls heavily upon 
them. The small stores were owned by 
Mr. E. Fisher. The freight in the depot 
and care was consigned to merchants and 
others here and in this section. About ten 
thousand dollars’ worth of freight was 


rescued from the depot. 
The fire was a terridle blow to Cordele 
and it is hoped that she will never again 


be called upon to suffer so heavily.

There seems to be confusion in the 
minds of some of the cuckoos.

For instance, 
the Wilson bill, which the senate has 
manipulated inthe interests of various 
trusts and combines, will have to go 
back to the house; but if it should pass 
both houses, Mr. Cleveland can veto it, 
and rouse the country with a ringing and 
stinging message in behalf of a tariff 
for revenue only. 

On the other hand, if Mr. Cleveland. is 
not in favor of a tariff for revenue only, 
he can approve the measure that will 
come to him from the two houses. Yet 
it is a curious fact that The New York 
Times, which is a Cleveland organ in 
all contingencies, contends that the tariff 
plank in the platform does not represent 
the views of the party; and it is still 
more curious that The Times—a cuckoo 
of the cuckods—should praise Senator 
Hill’s speech for his denunciation of a 
tariff based on the platform demand, 
while the cuckoos in this section are 
“pitching into” the senator for what he 
said on the tariff. 

All things considered, we think it is 
time for the cuckoeos to send a man aft 
to take soundings. It is time for them 
to inspect the surroundings and so dis- 
cover, if they can, where they are at.

either metal, it was rudely thrown aside, 
and in defiance of its binding pledge 
the single gold standard became the law 
of the land. This result was accom- 
plished by a handful of eastern demo- 
crats whe entered into a coalition with 
the republicans and defeated the will of 
the democratic majority. The action of 
these eastern democrats was endorsed by 
a few southern newspapers and politi- 
cians wearing the patronage halter or 
tied to a string with a bank at the other 
end, 

The currency plank of the Chicago 
platform was utterly destroyed, and bi- 
metallism was made to give way to 
monometallism. The democratic minority 
which: secured this result by co-operat- 
ing with the republicans was compli- 
mented in the highest terms by the pat- 
ronage newspapers, and the demands of 
the party were treated with silent con- 
tempt. 

In the tariff fight we see the same sit- 
uation, so far as the eastern democrats 
and the republicans are concerned. They 
are determined to turn the Wilson bill 
into a protective measure, with the in- 
come tax left out. In-order to be eon- 
sistent our southern patronage newspa- 
pers and politicians should stand by 
their eastern friends in this instance, but 
they have reversed their policy and are 
how very properly pouring hot shot into 
them for their opposition to tariff re- 
form. 

Yet the defeat of the democratic cur- 
reney plank was infinitely worse than 
this second assault upon the platform. 
It was worse because it established the 
precedent and violated the party’s sol- 
emn promise of financial relief. If the 
eastern democrats were justified in com- 
bining with the republicans to defeat 
the financial plank they are justified in 
resorting to the same methods to defeat 
our tariff plank. But the southern pat- 
ronage newspapers draw the line right 
here. When the eastern democrats are 
on their line they applaud them for act- 
ing with the enemy against their own 
party, but when they run counter to the 
policy of the natronage press they are 
roundly denounced for opposing the plat- 
form of the party. In other words, some 
of eur newspapers and politicians en- 
dorse the eastern democrats as patriots 
when they carry out their policy in the 
republican camp, and brand them as 
traitors when they adopt the same 
methods to defeat the wishes of these 
time servers. 

The Constitution has been spared the 
inconvenience and mortification of such 
inconsistent conduct. It planted itself 
squarely on the democratic platform at 
the start, advocated every plank, and by 
this straightforward course retained 
the confidence and support of the over- 
whelming majority of the party. The 
platform is the only safe guide—the su- 
preme law of the democracy. The Con- 
stitution will be loyal to it to the very 
last, and if proposes to hew to the line 
and let the chips fall where they may.

The caucus was held according to 
programme, and. on the surface, seems 
to have accomplished all it was in- 
tended to accomplish. But there are 
some flies in the ointment. There was 
a remarkable absence of the eastern ele- 
ment of the party—that element which 
has made itself conspicuous by consort- 
ing with the republicans on all finan- 
cial questions. For some reason or other 
these gentlemen held aloof from the 
democratic gathering. They were not 
willing to contribute their presence for 
the purpose of securing party harmony. 

The caucus was, therefore, made up 
chiefly of southern and western men, and 
all the southern men were in favor of 
unconditional repeal. 

The statement that the democrats who 
were present and who oppose the repeal 
of the tax, da not consider the action 
of the caucus binding is not encouraging. 
In other words, they were not present 
as democrats seeking to promote har- 
mony and perpetuate ‘the organization. 
They were merely present as spectators. 

But if the caucus is not binding on 
one, it is binding on none. Therefore, 
there was no caucus at all, but simply 
a gathering of gentlemen, the majority 
of whom had no power to enforce party 
discipline or to provide for party unity. 
This is bad enough, but it is not all. 
When the caucus is powerless, there is 
no longer a democratic party—a demo- 
cratic organization—in the house. There 
are a number of democrats—a majority, 
if you please—who believe in demo- 
cratic principles, but who have no power 
to make themselves invincible in legisla- 
tion. That is to say, a majority of those 
who were elected to the house as demo- 
crats are sincere in their convictions and 
desire to see the pledges of the platform 
redeemed. But opposd to them stands 
the republican phalanx which has been 
strengthened by the accession of the 
eastern democrats. This coalition, back- 
ed by the influence of the eastern pluto- 
crats, is more powerful than the demo- 
cratic remnant which remains true to 
the platform pledges. , 

It would be folly to claim that those 
who are opposed to a tariff for revenue 
only, or to legislation making both gold 
and silver the standard money metals 
of the country, or to the repeal of the 10 
per cent tax on state banks are demo- 
crats. It would be fata] to every inter- 
est of the party—fatal to the organiza- 
tion itself—to seriously contend’ that 
men who are ready to trample on the 
constitution and the law of the party— 
who are willing to violate every promise 
and repudiate every pledge—are demo- 
crats. 

On the other hand, it would be just as 
foolish and just as fatal to the best in- 
terests of the party for the people at 
home to hold the organization responsi- 
ble for a failure brought about by a 
cause which human wisdom could not 
foresee. 

Meanwhile, it is the duty of those who 
are democrats to go right ahead with 
their efforts to carry out the platform 
pledges. This is the only way to vindi- 
cate the party.

A sensation of a startling nature has been 
smoldering in police circles for a week 


past. 

Vague, undefined charges of playing 
hands-off with the gamblers for a money 
consideration have been circulating about 
the city against the city detective depart- 
ment since last Friday. 

The talk has become general on the street 
and, while there has been nothing of a 
definite or a positive nature to go upon, 
the rumor has been scattered until a breezy 
sensation has been created. 

These indefinite rumors have not been 
without their effect upon the police board, 
under whose supervision and control the 
detective department operates. Chairman 
English has gone actively into an investi- 
gation, and in his characteristic fashion 
has promised to give the matter a thorough 
sifting. 

At a secret session of the board, held 
Monday afternoon, the matter was brought 
up for consideration. Just what decision 
the board reached is, of course, unknown 
to the public. Nothing was given out. But 
Tuesday morning a straw which indicated 
which way the wind was blowing was no- 
ticed. 

Chairman James W. English, of the 
board, went before the grand jury and iaid 
before that boay the facts he hud gather- 
ed. Again, surmise must be relied upon to 
decide the nature of his communication 
to the board. The visit to the grand jury 
was conducted in a very quiet manner, 
and Captain English was disposed to say 
nothing of it. He refused to disclose what 
passed while he was in the gramd jury 
room further than that he laid the result 
of his investigations before that body. 
The grand jury meets again on April 2th, 
and at that time a number of the players 
will appear before it. 

The rumors first became public last Fri- 
day. Thursday night fifteen men were ar- 
rested in a room on Marietta street in a 
game of poker. The men had been spotted 
and the arrests were made by Chief De- 
tective Wright and Detectives Ivy, Looney 
and Cason. Several other officers were sub- 
sequently called in. While at police head- 
quarters that night, before giving bond, 
one of the men under arrest made the re- 
mark in the hearing of Sergeant Ozburn 
and Patrolmen Grant and dHoilingswortn

The men who were pulled in the game 
Thursday night were not all gambiers. A 
number of them are engaged in business 
and stand well in the city. They only 
indulge in a game now and then, but 
some of them are said to be regular apos- 
tles of the poker chip. All of them gave 
bond to appear at the city ccurt and were 
allowed to go. 

The next day rumors damaging to the 
detective departm: nt began to float around. 
Thcse who are acquainted with the detec- 
tives rejected the thought of their being 
bought and the talk increased, aithough 
it gained but little general credence. it 
h a daniaging effect, however, and the 
demand for an eyrhaustive investigation 
Was made by the people and by the mem- 
bers of the detective department. 

The taik has grown in volume until it 
has reached the ears of hearly every body 
in the city. The charges, vague and indi- 
rect, and amounting to little more than 
insinuation, astonished the people of the 


city.

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WAS FROM ATLANTA 


The Dead Man Found Near Adel Seems 
to Be Placed. 


HE WAS AN UMBRELLA REPAIRER 


And the Pictures Found in His Pocket 
Was That of His Fiancee, Taken 
at Seven Years of Age. 


The strange man found deadin the swamp 
near Adel, Ga., day before yesterday is 
thought to be an Atlanta man. 

Chief Connolly is almost certain that he 
holds the missing link necessary to the 
solution of the mystery, and feels confident 
that the identification will be made com- 
plete as soon as the evidence turned over 
to him yesterday reaches Adel. 

There is a strong element of romance 
in the whole story—brought out at Adel, 
where the body was found—and that subse- 
quently developed at Atlanta tending to 
show that the dedd man was once a resi- 
dent of this city. 

Yesterday’s ConsTitution told the story 
of the finding of the body and the circum- 
stances connected with it in a special tele- 
gram from Adel. The body of an  un- 
known white man was found buried in a 
swamp near Adel. The grave in which he 
was buried wads quite shallow, and was 
evidently done in haste. 

The man had evidently been buried sev- 
eral weeks and was murdered beyond all 
question. No clue to his identity was fur- 
nished by anything found in his pockets or 
near the place. On the shirt he wore was 
marked in ink, “J. A. Alex—,” evidently an 
abbreviation of Alexander. Nothing further 
could be discovered. 

Near the grave wéTe found a lot of tools 
and pieces of umbrellas. From the tools 
it was easily inferred that he was a re- 
pairer of umbrellas and tinware. 

The Spee of the body created a great 
deal of excitement around Adel. e e@x- 
citement was increased by the element of 
wa er as in the affair. The investigation 
conducted by the citizens revealed nothing 
concerning the man’s identity. 

The Constitution published the détails 
of the story in yesterday’s paper, together 
with a picture of a ten-year-old girl found 
in the pockets of the dead man. The pub- 
lication in The Constitution supplied the 
needed clue. 

Among those who read the article was 
Mr. John Kinnear, the well-known Scotch- 
man. He had hot read it balf through be- 
fore it flashed across his mind that he knew 
the man who had been found in the shal- 
low grave. He telephoned to police heada- 
quarters for a detective at once, and told 
a story which indicates that he was right 
in his first impression. 

Mr. Kinnear believes that the dead man 
was J. A. Alexander, who lived in At- 
lanta until a few months ago. Alexander 
was a Scotchman and a close friend of Mr. 
Kinnear. He was an umbrella repairer by 
trade and was located on Whitehall street 
for a long while. 

When last in Atlanta Alexander stopped 
at Mr. Kinnear’s residence and after leav- 
ing the city started out on a tour, repairing 
umbrellas. Mr. Kinnear had a good photo- 
graph of Mr. Alexander and of a lady 
who was engaged to be married to him. 
These photographs he turned over to De- 
tective Bedfcrd, who carried them to Chief 
Connollv. 

Mr. Kinnear said that when Alexander 
was at his home be had in his pocket a 
tintype of the young lady to whom he was 
engaged, taken when she was seven years 
old. Just such a picture was found in the 
dead man’s pocket and was reproduced in 
vesterdav's Constitution. 

Detective Bedford got an accurate de- 
scription of Alexander from Mr. Kinnear. 
This, with the two nictures, were tnrned 
aver to Chief Connolly. The latter wrote 
to the marshal of Adel stating the facts that 
he had learned and enclosing the picture. 
He believes that the dead man at Adel is 
the J. A. Alexdnder of whom Mr. Kin- 
near speaks. All the circumstances in the 
case seem to justify this conclusion.

NEW YORK, April 11.—(Special.)—Liver- 
pool was discouraging today, and the de- 
cline in our market at the lowest represent- 
ed a fall of fully 25 points from the high- 
est price touched on ‘Monday last. May 
opened at 7.51, rallied to 7.53 and then gave 
way under the pressure of offerings, seiling 
down to 7.43. There was @ slightly better 
feeling in the last half hour and the close 
was quiet and steady. When the heavy 
liquidation of March contracts took place, 
nearly two months ago, the bulk of the 
holdings then sold out were transferred to 
May, and many of the bulls have for some 
time been appreheasive of an equally dis- 
astrous liquidation on the 25th instant, 
when the notices of delivery on May con- 
tracts will be issued. An effort on the part 
of many holders to get out of their May 
holdings is the main cause of the present 
break, but the weakness has been increas- 
ed by the full receipts and By the with- 
drawal of the support which Liverpool! has 
lately given us, and while some of the bears 
insist that May will go to 7 cents, it was 
noticed that few of them seemed anxious to 
sell at today’s low prices.

Macon, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)—Mayor 
Aiorne’s veto last night of the action of the 
Rity council in granting the petition of 
the Macon Gasiight and Water Company 
to have an election to decide whether the 
people would vote for the city to pay $550,0v0, 
the arbitration price for the water plant, 
has been the topic of conversation today. 
The city council was placed in rather a 
peculiar position at its meeting last night. 
It didn’t care to override the mayor's 
veto, and yet it didn’t wish to sustain 
it, for that would be a repudiation of its 
action of the week before, so the solution 
of the question was neatly made by the 
council agreeing prior to the reading of 
the mayor’s veto, to reconsider its action of 
the previous meeting and refer the entire 
matter back to the water committee. Later, 
when the mayor’s veto was read, that was 
given the same direction. There is some 
speculation as to how the matter will 
end. It is thought by many that the water 
committee will report this time against 
calling the election and that the council 
will adopt the report of the committee. 
What then? Why, the Macon Gaslight 
and Water Company may proceed to man- 
damus the mayor and council and try by 
law to make them call an election. The 
company says it is indifferent whether the 
city buys the water piant or not. It sjmply 
desires to have the matter settled one way 
or the other, so if the city declines to buy 
the company can proceed to issue bonds if 
it desires. investors might not be wiiling 
to buy the company’s bunds if in a short 
time the city should come forward and 
claim that, under the water act, it has 
the rignt to purchase the water piant, and 
does so, and the bondhoiders wouid have 
to seek an investment elsewnere for their 


mohey. . 
The Tax Assessment. 

As stated in The Constitution this morn- 
ing, the tax assessors of the city of Macon 
estimate that the total tarabie value of the 
city for the year 1894 wii foot up about 
$13, 450, W090. Tney have nearly cunciuded 
their labors ana will Know tne exact lig- 
ures in a day or two. If $13,450,0W0 is cor- 
rect, then the returns for 1894 are $2,300,000 
less than in l&Sys. it is right to state, and

Tnis property does 
not appear on the books tnis year, aithough 
it has not disappeared from sight and has 
reaiiy increasea in vaiue insteau of snrinx- 
ing. Anotuer Miustrauion is this: Last year 
the property of the Macon Consolidated 
and Metropolitan street raliwayS Was put 
down on the tax books at about  $3v0,v00, 
Tnis year the property is not recorded on 
the city tax assessors boos, because now 
the returns are made direct to the state 
comptrolier general and he notifies the city 
what is its proportion of the tax arising 
from this property. The -property of the 
street railway is constantiy increasing in 
value. So here in the two items of the 
Ocmulgee and railway property a half 
million dollar of values does not appear on 
the tax assessment boos of 1894. Other 
iliustrations of like nature couid be cited in 
explanation of the apparent falling off in 
the tax returns of the city. Of course, 
there has been some shrinkagein personal 
property, but there has been comparatively 
no decline in real estate values. This is 
one of the best indications and evidences of 
Macon’s steady growth and material pros- 
perity. The decrease in the tax returns, 
for the most part, is only apparent and not 
real. The city will, therefore, receive al- 
most as large a sum in taxes this year as 
it did last year.

Augusta, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)—-The re- 
tail ice dealers of Augusta are angry but 
are reticent about telling their gmevances, 
They are objecting to the pool recently en- 
tered into by the several ice companies of 
tnis city. One of the retailers who didn’t 
mind telling: his tale of woe, says the trou- 
ble is that the pool sells them ice at a cer- 
tain rate and also fixes the price below 
which they cannot sell without forfeiting 
their right to get ice from the pool com- 
panies. 

If the retailers violate the agreement 
with the factories they can’t get ice from 
the companies. 

The retailers have no redress for they 
say if they were to bring ice here from 
other cities, the pool companies would un- 
dersell them and knock them out of the 
trade, 

Another Injunction. 

More trouble has grown out of the injunc- 
tion the citizens of Sandersville have gotten 
Out restraining the town council from 
spending the $10,000 that was appropriated 
to be used in the building of the proposed 
Sandersville and Tennille railroad. The 
Sandersville taxpayers after they obtained 
the temporary injunction ascertained that 
$2,100 of the money had been spent on Fri- 
day, March 16th, four days prior to the 
time of granting the injunction. Then they 
sued out a supplemental injunction through 
their attorney, Mr. Leonard Phinizy, of 
Augusta, and presented the same to Judge 
Gamble on last Saturday, at Reidsville, Ga. 

This $2,100, it is claimed, was spent for 
crosst:es with which to build’the new road. 
The citizens seek now to follow the money 
in these crossties and asked the court that 
the ties be impounded and a receiver ap- 
pointed to take charge of and sell the same 
and refund the money to the city of San- 
dersville,
